The result of Saturday's Republican pri-

Harry Shaub, who was for-
merly ome of Lew Hartman's right hand
men in this ward, has beon sgninst him sinee
the new councll wons organized, becanse
he thinks Hartman went back on himm when
he was a camdidate for chiel engineer of the
fire dopartment.  For this reason he turmed
in for Kennedy, aad, although he worked
hard for him he sapported  Shirk  for
delegate agninst MeLanghling and claims
the eredit of carrving the ward for him,
Shanb had plenty of assistants and chier
among them was big Pete Forduey, who is
vory sour at Hartiman,

Constable FEicholtz put on a whoele gum
suit early in the uftornoon, sl worked in
tho ritin all day fir Kennedy,  The othor
mien on thal side were the Griests, John B,
Suyder, 1L ¢ Lomman and Tom Galide,
Wiaush Potts can always be found on the
s side with Lew  Hartmon, aned ho led
the Relnodhl-Magee forcos,  His assistants
were not many, bt they soemoed to have
done considernble work,  Jimamy Doobler
and two of his sons, Amos and D™
were with him.
